To the Inhabitants of the Town of Milton, qualified to 
vote in town affairs : 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Town House in 
said town on the second Tuesday of March next, at 
ten o’clock in the forenoon, to act upon the follow- 
ing subjects: 


ARTICLE 1. To choose a town clerk, three select- 
men, and all other necessary officers for the ensuing 
year. 


ARTICLE 2. To choose a trustee for the ensuing 
three years. ; 


ARTICLE 3. To see what sum of money the town 
will vote to raise and appropriate to secure state aid for 
the permanent improvement of highways under the 
provisions of chapter 35, Laws of 1905, or amendments 
thereto, and pass any other vote or votes in relation to 
the same. 


ARTICLE 4. To see what sum of money the town 
will vote to raise and appropriate for repairing high- 
ways and bridges for the ensuing year. 


ARTICLE 5. To see what sum of money the town 
will vote to raise and appropriate for the maintenance 
of the “‘Trunk Line’’ and ‘“‘State Aid’’ highways in 
said town, and pass any other vote or votes relative 
thereto. 
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ARTICLE 6. ‘To see what method the town will vote 
to adopt for breaking roads the coming winter, raise 
and appropriate a sum of money, not exceeding one 
thousand dollars, to pay for the same, and pass any 
other vote or votes relative thereto. 


ARTICLE 7. To see what sum of money the town 
will vote to raise and appropriate for the maintenance 
of street lights for the ensuing year, and pass any other 
vote or votes relative thereto. 


ARTICLE 8. To see if the town will vote to raise 
and appropriate the sum of seventy-five dollars for 
Memorial Day expenses. 


ARTICLE 9. To see if the town will vote to raise 
and appropriate a sum of money not exceeding two 
hundred dollars for exterminating the Browntail and 
Gypsy moths, and pass any other vote or votes relative 
thereto. 


ARTICLE 10. To see what sum of money, not ex- 
ceeding one thousand and seven hundred fifteen dollars, 
the town will vote to raise and appropriate to pay on its 
notes and interest, and pass any other vote or votes 
relative thereto. 


ARTICLE 11. Tio see if the town will vote to 
exempt the Kennebunk Manufacturing Company from 
taxation, except State and County taxes, for a term of 
ten years, and pass any other vote or votes relative 
thereto. 


ARTICLE 12. To see if the town will vote to raise 
and appropriate a sum or money, not exceeding three 
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hundred dollars, in addition to that required by law, to 
provide for the cost of furniture for, and maintenance 
of the Free Public Library located at Milton Mills, and 
pass any other vote or votes relative thereto. 


ARTICLE 13. To see if the town will vote to raise 
and appropriate a sum of money, not exceeding one 
hundred dollars, to defray the expenses of an ‘‘Old 
Home Day ’’ at Milton Mills, and pass any other vote or 
votes relative thereto. Upon petition of H. R. Jewett 
and some others. 


ARTICLE 14. To see if the town will vote to pur- 
chase a safe for its records, raise and appropriate the 
money necessary therefor, and pass any other vote or 
votes relative thereto. 


ARTICLE 15. To transact any other business that 
may legally come before said meeting.

By the provision of the will of the late Samuel 
Remick, of Milton, whose passing occurred several years 
since, the bulk of his estate was given to the town of 
Milton to be used for library purposes at Milton Mills. 
No action in reference to the erection of a building for 
purposes specified was taken until during the past sum- 
mer when funds had sufficiently accumulated to guaran- 
tee safely the payment for such a building as was 
desired by the board of trustees. 


The gift verbally made by the late John E. Town- 
send soon after the legacy by Mr. Remick of a‘suitable 
site for this building was made effective by the son, 
Henry A. Townsend, in the form of a deed of a very 
desirable plot on the Main street of our village of ample 
size and dimentions for all purposes needful. The con- 
struction began in early summer and a finished product 
was hoped and expected in the early fall, but owing to 
illness of the contractor work was suspended after 
commencement for several weeks, and it is only at the 
present moment can we call the work done, and we 
think well done, and a neat, tidy, well-constructed 
library building the outcome.
